The city council has complied with 


the requirements of the state board o 
health that Dr. Heck shall be fur 
nlshed two men to assist in making 
this survey and these two men wii 
enter upon the work with the assis 
taut state health officer immediately 
It is estimated the survey will take 
a month's time to complete. 


This survey has been ordered by 


the state board of health at the re 
quest of a large number of people 
living in this city and In the territory 
to the south, because it Is believed 
that the destruclotn of the breeding 
places ot the mosquitoes will have the 
effect of materially reducing, it not 
exterminating the mosquitoes in this 
section. Similar 
efforts ' in

and re-plugged this week and the 
water from the 285 feet level will be 
permitted to flow steadily for another 
week before it is definitely decidei 
whether the water will be used for 
the

waterworks system, or 


whether a new well .will be drilled 
to tap this flow at some other place 


The water from this flow has been 


clearing of salt water graudally since 
the well was plugged some time ago 
and the general opinion of the mem 
bers of the city council and the boarc 
of public works is that it will be en 
tirely cleared of salt water in time 


At a joint meeting of the council 


and the board of public works held 
Monday night Mr Durst, representing 
the Ohio Well Drilling company, out 
lined a plan to drill out a par^ ot the 
plug which has been placed in the 
well and replug it at 290 feet, which 
will permit a stronger flow from the 
stream of water desired 
When this 


flow was tapped as the well was be- 
ing drilled originally it gave out a 
flow estimated at 250 gallons a min- 
ute, but since it has been plugged the 
flow is estimated at about 100 gallons 
a minute, which indicates that a part 
of the flow is held back by the plug 
being too 
high 
With a stronger 


flow it is believed the water will clear 
of the salt faster and the new plug 
will be placed at 290 feet to permit 
the full flow from the stream to come 
from the well 


In order to trj out this plan the 


council and board of public works de- 
cided to wait another week before

Long before the pan-European war 


I was in Berlin. I bad especial social 
advantages tbere since a cousin of 
mine was married to a mail occupying 
a confidential position In tile foreign 
office. 
Her husband was very much 


In love with ber and was used to tell- 
ing her state secrets that came under 
bis notice—of course with the under- 
standing that she would not reveal 
them. 


It Is hard enough for men to keep 


secrets, but it seems harder for wom- 
en. 
One day my cousin told me a 


state secret that would be immensely 
valuable for publication. 
I needed 


fnnds and would not have hesitated 
to sell it but for the fear of implicat- 
ing the person from whom I received 
St. 
But on this account I had no 


thought of doing so. 


But I did not guard it as I should 


have done. 1 had received consider- 
able favor socially from Caspar von 
Hulig. a young German, and we had 
become very chummy. One evening 
while \ie were drinking wine together 
I broached the subject to him. He 
at once ashed where I got my infor- 
mation.

wrote to his mother and which was 
recently published In the English 
newspapers. While trying to cut the 
cable the gallant commander was shot 
seven times and died soon after reach 
Ing the deck of his vessel again. For 
his gallantry be received the Victoria 
cross. 


In his letter the seaman explains that 


tbe Turks were heavily intrenched not 
far from AH Gharbi. 
"During the 


time that we were bombarding them." 
he writes, "some of our troops and 
cavalry went inland to try to surround 
them. They nearly succeeded

though they captured 1.000 prisoners- 
and abont twenty guns. Just as it was 
getting dark our seaplane dropped OH 
to the water alongside us and told 
Ueutenant Commander Cookson thai 
the Turks were on the run. 


"A little farther up the river thes 


had placed obstructions so that we 
could not piss without clearing them 
away, giving them time to get away 
This turned out to be the liveliest time 


have had since the fighting started 


Commander Cookson decided to go up 
and clear this obstruction and then 
give chase to the Turks. It was very 
dark when we started off, with the 
Shaltan and Sumana following. 


Turks Open Hot Fire. 


"When we got around tbe head of 


land the Turks opened fire with rifles, 
but we steamed right up to tbe ob- 
struction. The Turks were then close 
enough to throw baud bombs, but luck- 
ily none of them reached the deck of 
the ship. The obstruction turned out 
to be a big cable stretched across the 
river with dhows made fast to It An 
attempt was made to sink tbe center 
dhow with gunfire, but when this fall 
ed the commander ordered that we 
steam alongside of It 


"Commander Cookson, when be saw 


that the boat could not be sunk by 
firing, took an ax and leaped over tbe 
bows of the Comet on to the dhow. 
He chopped at tbe cable until he had 
to turn back, he was so badly wound- 
ed. He was shot in seven places, and 
when we dragged him back aboard his 
last words were: 'I am done. It Is a 
failure. 
Return at full speed.' 
He 


never spoke afterward. We bad sis 
wounded, but none seriously. 


"During that time we had not been 


silent. We fired at them with guns 
and rifles, and the Shaltan and the 
Sumana were also blazing away. Our 
troops ashore said It was a lovely 
sight to see the vessels with all their 
guns working 
We must have fright- 


ened the Turks, because on going up 
again at du> break 'after burying our 
officer we found that they had cleared 
out and retired farther up the river. 
We steamed after them, and when we 
reached Kut-el-.Ymara we found the 
cavalry there 
This Is tbe first place 


to which the nrinj has got before tbe 
navy. 
Subsequently we received or 


ders to puisne the flying Turks, and 
we forced the enemy to lenve several 
dhows laden with stores, provisions 
and ammunition."

We who beld the south end of the 


bridge—a picket of a hundred men- 
were cooking our supper* when a sen- 
try flred bis musket to give tbe alarm, 
and next moment we caught sight of 
horsemen on the turnpike beyond tbe 
bridge. 


"Pall In! Fall In!" shouted our offi- 


cer In wild excitement. 


Up bn the hillside a thousand men, 


women and children looked down and 
beld their breath and felt the blood 
tingle to their finger ends. They could 
see the long line stretching back for 
half a mile—«00 men to 100-and, 
though they were our enemies, they 
felt pity for us. 


"Steady, now, and fire low'" 
There was a crash and a roar ot 


iron shod feet as the first squadron 
struck the bridge, and then a hundred 
lets of flame leaped forth to meet the 
troopers, and a hundred bullets led the 
Jets. Down went horses and men- 
down in one great heap of dead and I 
dying which other horses could not 
leap over—and we rose up and swung 
our bats ana cheered. Tip on the bill 
side men turned pale, women wept and 
children cried out In horror at war's 
spectacle. We heard tbe enemy's 
gles blow the order to retreat and dis- 
mount, and then we looked to our offi- 
cers for orders to fall back. 


"Hold the bridge to tbe last!" had 


been the order to the captain, and he 
tneant to obey to the letter. 


The smoke of our volley still floated 


lazily over tbe town when we heard 
the tramp, tramp, tramp of soldiers' 
footsteps on the flinty road, and be- 
tween the chinks of the barricade we 
suw lines of dismounted men coming 
forward at a swinging pace. A mo- 
ment later it was double quick, and as 
we opened a scattering fire they reach- 
ed the heap of dead and dying and 
made a barricade of It. Five—ten—fif- 
teen minutes of sharp firing, in wblch 
three or four men were killed on both 
sides, and then the enemy swarmed 
over the barricade and charged. The 
long, narrow bridge was like ft tunnel. 
They were crowded together, and our 
bullets could not go astray. A crash of 
musketry—a great puff of blue black 
smoke—and then all was silent—all 
but the sobs of women and the walls 
of children on the hillside. It was war, 
but only a skirmish. Tbe living and 
unhurt regained shelter of tbe barri- 
cade, and ten minutes later tbe enemy 
was crossing at tbe fords above and 
below, and we were being flred on 
from in front and on both flanks. 
Then the order came to fall back. 
There bad been a hundred of us at the 
bridge. Only seventy retreated up the 
hillside, sullenly, grudgingly and fir- 
ing as we went, and tbe noncombat- 
ants scattered to right and left and 
cried out as the bullets whistled over 
their heads or plo'wed up the ground at 
their feet We fought from behind the 
stone walls, from behind houses and 
stores and barns and sheds. Weatung 
the pursuing enemy at every turn and 
left his dead on every rod of tbe open 
streets. By and by, as we fought sin- 
gly or in groups and wben our dead and 
wounded were everywhere, there came 
the order: 


"To tbe church! To the church! 


Bally on tbe church!" 


Some one led tbe way—all otbera 


followed. On the crest of the bill was 
the old stone church, built long before 
any one dreamed of fratricidal war. 


For half an hour peace reigned. The 


enemy was gathering up tbe wounded 
—friend and foe alike—and carrying 
them into tbe quaint old bouses to be 
cared for by the frightened and sob- 
bing women. For half an hour, and 
then the truce was broken and carbines 
volleyed and tbe bullets thudded 
against the heavy doors and flew In at 
the windows and were buried In the 
walls and celling, beam and joist We 
fought back—we killed and wounded. 
An hour went by mid then there were 
onl.v thirty of us thing. 
Surrender 


would lm\ e been honorable, but no one 
thought of Mil render. By and by tue 
sun went ilonn and darkness fell. 
Some rested while others fought on. 
but ns we rested and fougbt there was 
a feeling of awe over all. Men uttered 
a shriek as tbe bullets struck them— 
cried out just once. Then tbe awe of 
God came upon them and they were 
silent, or if they wept and prayed we 
did not hear them. Until midnight no 
one slept. Then came silence and 
peace and men fell down and closed 
their eyes and forgot war and Its hor- 
rors and dreamed of happy homes far 
awny. 


Then Ibe impatient enemy made a 


suducn rush upon us In the darkness, 
and in an Instant war had returned 
and death'was stalking abroad again. 
It was a fierce attack, but we repelled 
It and sank down once more, and when 
our eyes oi>ened again daylight shone 
In at th«' broken window. Bark! It 
is tbe bell above us ringing out glad 
notes of Easter morning. In a little 
room to the left of the altar Is a man 
pulling at the hope. We stare at him. 
And when he has pulled tbe rope • 
hundred times he comes down and 
tear* tbe Imrrieadc away from tbe 
doors and throws them wide open, aay- 
Ing never a word to us—we ratalng BO 
band to restrain him. 


"Christ I* risen! Peace on earth and 


good will to men!" 


And so It was pence and good will.

Dr. Frederick J. Walter, of this city 


who makes a specialty of eye treat- 
has the following advice to offer the 
public in regard to protection of the 
eyes from the bright sunshine and 
glare more noticeable In southern cli- 
mates: 


"In all tropical and semi-tropical 


countries the great number of days 
with sunshine becomes a factor in the 
irritation of the retina of the eyes. 
This is especially so where there are 
bright beaches and bright colored 
roads. The dazzle is caused by the 
Irritation of the ultra-violet rays of 
light which irritate the nerve and 
cause squinting of the lids and much 
general discomfort, even to severe 
headaches and at times permanent 
changes. The most serious complica- 
tion is the development o« deposit" 
ir the lenses ot the eyes which is 
nothing other than cataracts. 
The 


writer has had considerable experi- 
ence here with colored lenses and 
has come to the folowlng conclusion. 
Too much color in the lenses (except 
on the beach) injures the eyes by mak- 
ing them sensatlve to light. Amber Is 
the poorest of all colored lenses (ex- 
cept a special lense called "Noviol" 
which is lemon color and expensive.) 
Amber does not eliminate the ultra- 
violet (the irritating) rays and fre- 
quently tires the eyes. Of the cheap- 
er tinted lenses, the cmoke of medium , 
degree, the amethyst and the "Fleu- 


are the best by far. The best 


regardless of price are the "Noviol" 
(above mentioned) and the Crookes 
lenses. 
Crookes lenses are in two 


shades A and B The lighter shade 
A is hardly noticeable and when ones 
refractive error is ground Into the 
glass is an Ideal glass in the majority 
of cases, as well, as a compromise 
for indoor and out 
B Is especially 


good for the beach and for driving. 
Sir Edward Crookes found in this 
lensp a glass that would not 
cut 


down the acuteness of vision and yet 
would exclude the Irritation 
rays. 


None other except the "Noviol" will 
do this. Headaches and indescribable 
eye symptoms are often helped won- 
derfully by the selection -of the proper • 
tint for the individual. It is always 
best to have the i-ofracttve error 
ground into the glass. The writer 
cannot too strongly condemn most 
amber lenses because they only part- 
ly shut out the Irritating rays and al- 
ways cut down the visual acuity. Of- 
ten times they are worse than noth- 
ing. 
Some northern oculists think 


tinted lenses are seldom needed. It 


because they do not see the need 


that physicians find for them in Flor- 
ida. 


In Florida tinted lenses are greatly 


needed by most everyone, except per- 
sons with much pigment In their eyes 
(the colored races). In a (ew genera- 
tions we may not need them (or na- 
.ure will adapt us to our environment 
>y supplying this pigment to the eye. 
Northern people come to this bright 
part of the world and find 150 days 
more sunshine perhaps than at home, 
n time this shows Itself if the pre- 
caution is not taken to shield the eye* 
rom the glare and heat. Cataract 
s more prevalent in warm countries 
md the irritating light rays is one of 
he causes."

WATCH YOUR STEPi 


HOW YOU MAY BREAK 
THE UW AT ANY TIME 


If the corrupt practice act of the 
state is to be obeyed and state and 
county candidates are to escape pros- 
ecution or disqualification under this 
act, they will hare to watch their 
step, according to the notice received 
by Sheriff E. L. Smith, from Governor 
Park Trammell. Gov. Trammell calls 
the sheriff's particular attention to the 
fact that it is his duty to enforce the 
law wherever he finds It violated. 


For example, county 
candidates 


who may be expending money to em- 
ploy vehicles to take voters to places 
where they pay poll tax, or who may 
be purchasing refreshments for pres- 
pectlve voters, or who may even be 
allowing their friends to do these 
things, are guilty of violating this act 
and the sheriff is called upon to see 
that they are prosecuted. 


A reward of $150 is offered for any 


person bringing about the conviction 
of a violator of this act. 


The communication to Sheriff Smith 
reads: 
To the Sheriffs of Florida: 


As section 16 of Chapter 6470 of 


the Laws of Florida—being the Cor 
nipt Practice Act. specially requires 
the sheriffs of the state to exercise 
strict vigilance in the detection of 
violations of its provisions, I beg to 
bring your attention to certain im 
portant provisions under this law as 
follows- 
Section 5 makes it unlawful for a 


candidate to attempt to further his 
candidacy by promising to give or ap 
point a person to a public or private 
position to posist him in procuring 
any office or position. 


Section 6 makes it unlawful for 


candidate or other person directly or 
indirectly, or by any pretext whatever 
to employ or hire political workers or 
persons to canvass, electioneer, or to 
make public addresses for or against 
a candidate or to pay their traveling 
or other expenses for such purposes 
It is unlawful for a person to accept 
such employment 


It is also unlawful for a candidate or 


any other person to hire or employ a 
person to go around over the state to 
circulate campaign literature. A refer 
ence to section 6 will show that it pro 
hibits all kinds of graft. 


Section 9 requires that all campaign 
literature be signed by the author 
political newspaper "ads" be markec 
"Paid advertisement," and provides 
penalties for failure. 


Section 10 Is against eleventh-hour 
attacks. This section makes it unlaw 
ful for any candidate or other person 
during the eighteen days next before 
the primary to publish or circulate any 
charge'or attack upon any candidate 
unless a copy of said charge or attack 
has been personally served upon the 
candidate at least eighteen days prior 
to the date for the primary. 


Under this law a candidate who ex 


pends more than be Is allowed to ex 
pend under Its limitations is subject 
to punishment and forfeits hla right 
to get his name on the primary ballot 
or general election ballot 


The law allows the candidate to 


spend money only for the following 
purposes, to-wlt: "For his travellnf 
expenses, fee for qualifying, steno- 
graphic work, clerks 
at campaign 


headquarters, to address, prepare and 
mail campaign literature; telegrams, 
telephones, postage, freight, express, 
stationery, list of.voters, office rent, 
newspaper advertising, advertising In 
campaign book, printing and rent for 
hall in which to address the voters. 


A candidate who expends money for 


other purposes In behalf of his candi- 
dacy violates the law. 


The law requires all candidates to 


make at certain times sworn detail 
statements of their campaign expendi- 
tures. 
Reward— 


A reward of $160.00 will be paid for 


arrest and conviction of any person 
violating the provisions of the said 
Chapter 6470, or for the violation of 
any of the provisions of the registra- 
tion or primary election laws, or of the 
violation 6f the law which forbids the 
payment of poll tax except by the per- 
son who owes the same. 


Wltht he exception of a few grafters 


and a few corrupt politicians who 
would attempt to buy their way into 
office the people of Florida overwhelm' 
Ingly want honest, clean elections.

Traversed Wa* 
a Groat 
Spanish 


Highway 250 Year* Ago—Mexican 
GovorniMitt Nover Had Strong Hold 
on That Section of Country. 


The American troops now are pass 


lug through an Interesting ard historic 
region in Mexico on their hunt after 
Villa, writes H. D. Slater, an El Paso 
engineer, who spent three years In the 
country to which Villa has retreated 
Bis map of the country now Is In the 
bands of the United State* army offl 
cers invading Mexico. 
Mr. Slater's 


knowledge of the country, its peoples 
and the history surrounding them prob 
ably is as complete as that of any liv 
ing man. 


"General Pershlug's column entered 


Mexico over a road known In late 
years as the Mormon road, because the 
earlier established Mormon colonies 
were reached over that *outi> before 
the present Mexico Noithvt esteru rail 
road was built," he says. "But for 
half a century before that the route 
had been known as the 'Smugglers' 
trail.' 


"Colonel Dodd's column from Hachl- 


ta passed over a read that dates back 
far beyond the earliest days of the 
Spanish settlements In the southwest. 
It was n great Spanish highway 250 
years ago For ages before the Span 
ish occupation the same road bad been 
followed by the various tribes of Pueb- 
lo Indians of the region and by their 
persecutors, the nomad Indians who 
preceded the Apaches and Comanches 
and other southwestern plains Indians 
of our day. 


Mormon* tho Pioneer*. 


"The first Investigations by Mormon 


pioneers as to the possibilities of set- 
tlement In the Casas Graudes country 
were made In the late seventies, before 
the Mexican Central railroad was built 
Some years later. In the early eighties 
the first lands were taken up, and the 
Mexican Central railroad was used for 
paaaage of .settlers and goods, although 
an overland trip of about 115 miles was 
necessary to reach the first colonies 
Later the road from Columbus' was 
opened, and the colonies were reached 
direct over a somewhat shorter and 
easier route. Oolonla Juarez was the 
flrct important colony, Diaz, Morelos. 
Otxnoa, Pacheco, Garcia, Chulchupa 
aa& otters followed In the late eight- 
ies and early nineties, with Dnblan es 
tablished about the time the Mexico 
Northwestern railroad (then the Rio 
Grande, Sierra Madte and Pacific) was 
started out of Cludad Juarez (iSOfl). . 


"Before too Sierra Madre railroad 


wa* built a syndicate ot Mormon cap 
ttalist* and others had promoted a rail- 
road from Demtng via Colnmbu* to the 
Cacas Grande* colony region. This was 
the John W. Young project An effort 
waa made to interest the New York 
owners of the Corralltos ranch and the 
San Pedro or Csndelarla mines, but 
these people later decided to build the 
railroad themselves directly out of 
Cludad Juarez to the mines and Casas 
Grandes. The Columbus project then 
lapsed. Part of the roadbed bad been 
graded, and the present wagon road 
follows the old grade for some dis- 
tance. 
•The Mexican government never had 


a strong hold on the mountainous re- 
gion Inhabited by Independent and 
warlike tribes of Indians. 'Tax Insur- 
rections' were frequent. About twen 
ty-two years ago the Temochlc Indians 
row In revolt and made a raid clear to 
tne border, taking Palomas. 
They 


were Boon put down, but never fully 
pacified. 
The Tarahumari Indians, 


nt* of the ancient tribes of the 


region, had considerable development 
m the domestic arts, such a* fabrics 
and pottery. They were ardent bunt- 
en, but were perhaps most noted for 
their wonderful endurance a* runners. 
The .renegade Apaches, driven out of 
Arbwna and New Mexico, made their 
last stronghold In the Sierra Madre. 
100 miles or so southwest of Casas 
Grande*, where probably a few scat- 
tered remnants remain to thl* day. 


Spaniard* Built Road*. 


"The old road followed by Colonel 


Dodd's column south from Hachlta It 
part of the ancient Spanish trail con- 
necting central Mexico with what Is 
now New Mexico and Arizona and con- 
necting New Mexico and Colorado 
with California. A hundred yean ago 
copper ore from the Santa Blta mines, 
now China, was packed over this an- 
cient trail to the City of Mexico. After 
the Santa Fe trail was opened up from 
the Missouri river to Santa Fe thl* old 
road became me of the branche* by 
which trade was carried on with west- 
ern Mexico. Another branch. al*o an 
ancient Spanish road, passed through 
El Paso and down the valley toGoada- 
tape, thence to Chihuahua. 


"Before and during the war with 


Mexico no other route from El Paso 
to California wa* known that thl* old 
road via Santa Rita, Uachlta and 
Janoe, through Gnadalipe pac* to tne 
Santa Cms valley and Tncnon. The 
long detour into Mexico waa made nec- 
eteary by the lack of water, or *up- 
powd lack, and supposed inpanabUly 
eT too *Mr* northerly route. Moet of 
the forty-niner OBlfnnt trafflc na«*H 
erer that elder atackw i»mte."

FOR PURSUIT OF VILLA 


Jaelwon Invaded Florida, Thin Owmd 


fay Spain, on Two Ooouion*. 


In ordering United States troops Into 


Mexico to hunt down Villa's bandit 
army President Wilson acted on the 
principle of International law sanction. 
Ing punitive expeditious against fac- 
tions In a foreign state which cannot 
be or are not prevented by the consti- 
tuted authorities of that state from 
attacking its neighbors. 


Authorities on International law and 


practice pointed to many precedents 
witnessing the general acceptance of 
this principle. It was written Into the 
treaty of 1890 between the United 
States and Mexico, which now has 
lapsed. In the form of a provision un- 
der which the military forces of either 
country could pursue marauders across 
the International line where "a hot 
trail" existed. Even before this treaty 
was negotiated, however. General Law- 
ton pursued a band of raiding Apaches 
into Mexico 
, Daniel Webster ns secretary of state 
accepted the "hot trail" principle In 
negotiating with Canadian authorities 
In 1842 during the Fenian troubles hi 
Canada. 


In two Instances General Andrew 


Jackson headed punitive expeditions 
Into Florida while that territory was 
a Spanish possession. One was against 
a filibustering faction based on Amelia 
island and operating against the Unit- 
ed States 
The other resulted In the 


destruction of the town of St. Marc, 
which had been the base of a Creek 
Indian expedition against tho United 
States and Involved tbe hanging by 
United States troops of a British (ab- 
ject who General Jackson charged 
was employed by tbe Creek* as a spy. 
The British government Investigated 
that Incident, but never protested. 


Officials recalled many other to- 


stance* where the -hot trail" principle 
had been Invoked In some form by ltd* 
and other governments and declared 
there could be no doubt of It* applica- 
bility In tn* case of Villa.

It has been sent to every 
nook and corner of the world, and tbe 
work Is growing each year. 


A people which baa not the Bible in

Long before the pan-European war 


I was in Berlin. I bad especial social 
advantages tbere since a cousin of 
mine was married to a mail occupying 
a confidential position In tile foreign 
office. 
Her husband was very mucb 


In love with ber and was used to tell- 
ing her state secrets that came under 
bis notice—of course with the under- 
standing that she would not reveal 
them. 


It Is hard enough for men to keep 


secrets, but it seems harder for wom- 
en. One day my cousin told me a 
state secret that would be immensely 
valuable for publication. 
I needed 


funds and would not bave hesitated 
to sell it but for the fear of implicat- 
ing the pel-son from whom I received 
it 
But on this account I had no 


thought of doing so. 


But I did not guard it as I should 


have done. 1 bad received consider- 
able favor socially from Caspar von 
Hullg. a young German, and we had 
become very chummy. One evening 
while ne were drinking wine together 
I broached the subject to him. Be 
at once asked where I got my infor- 
mation. 
This brought me to my 


senses, aud 1 threw him off the track 
by hinting at a source entirely foreign 
to m\ cousin 
The same evening she 


sent ice u note b.\ her maid, disguised, 
telling me that the foreign department 
had become awaie that Its secret had 
scot out and was iiuutmg for the leak- 
age. I iespumled that I hud not im- 
plicated ber and she would do v.eil not 
to do au.\ tiling to tome u suspicion 
that I had <il,i,t red the set-ret through 
her. 


From that moment 1 \\as conscious 


of being \\ at bed I lia\e since thought 
that I would lune lieen attested bad 
It not been lb.it tbe go\eiumeut was 
bent upon deio\!ng nic into revealing 
the source from \\uitb I bad obtained 
the secret. I lef rallied from any men- 
tion of the matter to Von Hull.-', for 1 
now knew that he was a secret servant 
of the government. 


Fearing that I would be thrown into 


prison I determined to make an at- 
tempt to leave Germany. Had I 
known the workings of tbe German 
secret service as I do now I should 
have bad little bope of evading those 
who were watching me. However, I 
was well aware that no attempt to 
leave German territory would be suc- 
cessful unless well considered and car- 
ried out with great care. 


I was but nineteen years old—not 


surprising to one who has read thus 
far In this story—and In juvenile the- 
atricals bad usually been assigned 
girls' parts. What little beard I had 
was very light, and a good shave and 
plenty of powder concealed it My 
chief difficulty was to secure women's 
clothes. 


I had been used to seeing my cousin 


quite often and thought It best to con- 
tinue my visits. 
I Kent to see her. 


told ber that I was about to light out 
and asked ber if she could secure me 
woman's apparel for the purpose Sbe 
was not much older than I and. being 
frightened, scarcely knew whether to 
consent to my going or not She final 
ly concluded that If I could elude those 
watching me I would better go and 
promised to send me an outfit Sbe 
sent it by ber maid, an Austrian, who 
was of great benefit to me. She 
brought me the clothes In tbe middle 
of tbe night and gave me a letter to 
ier people in Vienna, stating that 1 
was a friend of bora who was going to 
Austria to seek a position 'as ladles' 
maid. Sbe also brought me a woman's 
passport. 


In tbe morning, dressed as a girl, 1 
eft my room. On tbe opposite side of 
the street a man was lounging and I 
did not doubt that be was watching 
lie bouse for me. He seemed not a 
>it suspicious of my being a woman, 
but I thought it best to meander for 
.while through the streets before going 
0 the station. 
I bad no adventure between Berlin 


and Vienna, though during tbe day a 
man passed through the train, scruti- 
nizing the passengers. But be must 
have been looking for a man. At any 
ate, be paid little heed to me, and ai 
oou as he bad gone I breathed freely 
again. I bave no doubt aa soon as I 
was missed from my rooms every 
ram that had left Berlin after mid-

us until after my passport bad been 
xamlned; then I felt that I bad * 
nance for success.

where I hoped to find a steamer at 
jrenoa sailing for America.

lent clerk fallen In love with me.

GAVE HIS LIFE TO 


SEVER A GABLE 


How British Commander Was 


Shot by Turkish Forces, 


DIDN'T PASS OBSTRUCTION 


Lieutenant Commander Coakaon Chop- 


ped at Cable Turks Had Stretched 
Acrew Tigria River to Prevent His 
Advance Until Wounded In Seven 
Places—Forced to Turn Back. 


How Lieutenant Commander Edgar 


Christopher Cookson, In command of 
tbe British gunboat Comet during the 
advance up the Tigris river, attempted 
single handed to cut a steel cable 
which the Turks bad stretched across, 
the river as an obstruction is vlvidlj 
told by a letter which one of the crew 
wrote to his mother and wblcb was 
recently published In the English 
newspapers. 
While trying to cut tbe 


cable the gallant commander was shot 
seven times and died soon after reach 
tog the deck of his vessel again. For 
bis gallantry be received the Victoria 
cross. 


In his letter the seaman explains that 


tbe Turks were heavily Intrenched not 
far from AH Gharbi. 
"During the 


time that we were bombarding them." 
he writes, "some of our troopi and 
cavalry went Inland to try to snrrouud 
them. They nearly succeeded 
but 


found the enemy a little too strong 
though they captured 1,000 prisoners- 
and abont twenty guns. Just as it was 
getting dark our seaplane dropped on 
to the water alongside us and told 
Lieutenant Commander Cookson thai 
the Turks were on tbe run. 


"A little farther up the river tbej 


had placed obstructions so that we 
could not piss without clearing them 
away, giving them time to get away 
This turned out to be the liveliest time 
I have had since the fighting started 
Commander Cookson decided to go up 
and clear this obstruction and then 
give chase to the Turks. It was very 
dark when we started off, with the 
Shaltan and Sumana following. 


Turki Open Hot Fire. 


"Wben we got around tbe head of 


land the Turks opened fire with rifles, 
but we steamed right up to tbe ob- 
struction. The Turks were then close 
enough to throw hand bombs, but luck- 
ily none of them reached the deck of 
the ship. Tbe obstruction turned out 
to be a big cable stretched across the 
river with dhows made fast to It An 
attempt was made to sink tbe center 
dhow with gunfire, but when this fall 
ed the commander ordered that we 
steam alongside of It 


"Commander Cookson, when be saw 


that the boat could not be sunk by 
firing, took an ax and leaped over tbe 
bows of the Comet on to the dhow. 
He chopped at tbe cable until he had 
to tuni back, he was so badly wound- 
ed. He was shot In seven places, and 
when we dragged him back aboard his 
last words were: 'I am done. It Is a 
failure. 
Return at full speed.' 
He 


never spoke afterward. We had six 
wounded, but none seriously. 


"During that time we had not been 


silent. We fired at them with guns 
and rifles, and the Shaltan and the 
Sumana were also blazing away. Our 
troops ashore said It was a lovely 
sight to see the vessels with all their 
guns working 
We must have fright- 


ened the Turks, because on going up 
again at du> break 'after burying our 
officer we found that they had cleared 
out and retired farther up the river. 
We steamed after them, and when we 
reached Kut-el-.Ymara we found the 
cavalry there 
This Is tbe first place 


to which the arm} has got before tbe 
navy. 
Snliseiiiieutly we received or 


ders to puisne the flying Turks, and 
we forced the enemy to leave several 
dhows laden with stores, provisions 
and ammunition."

We wbo beld tbe south end of tbe 


bridge—a picket of a hundred men- 
were cooking our supper* wben a sen- 
try fired his musket to give the alarm, 
and next moment we caught sight of 
horsemen on the turnpike beyond tbe 
bridge. 


"Pall in! Fall In!" shouted our offi- 


cer in wild excitement. 


Up bn the hillside a thousand men, 


women and children looked down and 
beld their breath and felt the blood 
tingle to their finger ends. They could 
see tbe long line stretching back for 
half a mile—€00 men to 100—and, 
though they were our enemies, they 
felt pity for us. 


"Steady, now, and fire low'" 
There was a crash and a roar of 


Iron shod feet as the first squadron 
struck the bridge, and then a hundred 
Jets of flame leaped forth to meet the 
troopers, and a hundred bullets led the 
jets. Down went horses and men- 
down in one great heap of dead and 
dying which other horses could not 
leap over—and we rose up and swung 
our bats ana cheered. Tip on the hill- 
side men turned pale, women wept and 
children cried out In horror at war's 
spectacle.

three or four men were killed on both 
sides, and then the enemy swarmed 
over the barricade and charged. The 
long, narrow bridge was like ft tunnel. 
They were crowded together, and our 
bullets could not go astray. A crash of 
musketry—a great puff of blue black 
smoke—and then all was silent—all 
but the sobs of women and the walls 
of children on the hillside. It was war, 
but only a skirmish. Tbe living and 
unhurt regained shelter of tbe barri- 
cade, and ten minutes later tbe enemy 
was crossing at the fords above and 
below, and we were being fired on 
from in front and on both flanks. 
Then the order came to fall back. 
There had been a hundred of us at the 
bridge. Only seventy retreated up tbe 
hillside, sullenly, grudgingly and fir- 
Ing as we went, and tbe noncombat- 
ants scattered to right and left and 
cried out as the bullets whistled over 
their heads or plo'wed up the ground at 
their feet We fought from behind the 
stone walls, from behind houses and 
stores and barns and sheds. We stung 
the pursuing enemy at every turn and 
left his dead on every rod of tbe open 
streets. By and by, as we fougbt sin- 
gly or In groups and when our dead and 
wounded were everywhere, there came 
the order: 


"To tbe church! To the church! 


Bally on the church!" 


Some one led the way—all others 


followed. On the crest of the hill was 
the old stone church, built long before 
any one dreamed of fratricidal war. 


For half an hour peace reigned. The 


enemy was gathering up tbe wounded 
—friend and foe alike—and carrying 
them into tbe quaint old houses to be 
cared for by the frightened and sob- 
bing women. For half an hour, and 
then the truce was broken and carbines 
volleyed and the bullets thudded 
against the heavy doors and flew In at 
the windows and were burled In the 
walls and celling, beam and joist We 
fought back—we killed and wounded. 
An hour went by imd then there were 
oni.v thirty of us Ihlng.

would lm\ e been honorable, but no one 
thought of sin render. By and by tbe 
sun went don n and darkness fell. 
Some rested while others fought on, 
but ns we rested and fought tbere was 
a feeling of owe over all. Men uttered 
a shriek as the bullets struck them— 
cried out just once. Then the awe of 
God came upon them and they were 
silent, or If they wept and prayed we 
did not hear them. Until midnight no 
one slept. Then came silence and 
peace and men fell down and closed 
their eyes and forgot war and Its hor- 
rors and dreamed of happy homes far 
sway. 


Then Ibe Impatient enemy made a 


suducn rush upon us In tbe darkness, 
and In an Instant war had returned 
and death'was stalking abroad again. 
It was a fierce attack, but we repelled 
It and sank down once more, and when 
our eyes oix>ned again daylight shone 
In at the'broken window. Bark! It 
is the bell above us ringing out glad 
notes of Enster morning. In a little 
room to the left of the altar Is a man 
pulling at the hope. We stare at him. 
And when he has polled the rope • 
hundred times he comes down and 
tears the Itarrieade away from tbe 
doors and throws them wide open, say- 
Ing never a word to ns—we raising no 
band to restrain him.

estate, which is estimated at over a 
million dollars, most of which in in 
personal property. 


The will was executed on the 29th

Minute bendings of a steel bar three 


feet long and three and one-half feet 
In diameter are accurately measured 
by a curious but very sensitive device 
of the United States bureau of stand- 
ards.

If the corrupt practice act of the 
state is to be obeyed and state and 
county candidates are to escape pros- 
ecution or disqualification under this 
act, they will have to watch their 
stop, according to the notice received 
by Sheriff E. L. Smith, from Governor 
Park Trammell. Gov. Trammell calls 
the sheriff's particular attention to the 
fact that it is his duty to enforce the 
law wherever he finds it violated. 


For 
example, county 
candidates 


who may be expending money to em- 
ploy vehicles to take voters to places 
where they pay poll tax, or who may 
be purchasing refreshments for pros- 
pective voters, or who may even be 
allowing their friends to do these 
things, are guilty of violating this act 
and the sheriff is called upon to see 
that they are prosecuted. 


A reward of 1150 is offered for any 


person bringing about the conviction 
of a violator of this act. 


The communication to Sheriff Smith 
reads: 
To the Sheriffs of Florida: 


As section 16 of Chapter 6470 of 


the Laws of Florida—being the Cor- 
rupt Practice Act, specially requires 
he sheriffs of the state to exercise 
strict vigilance in the detection 
of 


violations of its provisions, I beg to 
bring your attention to certain im- 
wrtant provisions under this law as 
ollows- 


Section 5 makes it unlawful for a 


candidate to attempt to further his 
:andidacy by promising to give or ap- 
point a person to a public or private 
lositlon to posist him in procuring 
any office or position. 


Section 6 makes it unlawful for a 


candidate or other person directly or 
indirectly, or by any pretext whatever 
to employ or hire political workers or 
persons to canvass, electioneer, or to 
make public addresses for or against 
a candidate or to pay their traveling 
or other expenses for such purposes 
It is unlawful for a person to accept 
such employment 


It is also unlawful for a candidate or 


any other person to hire or employ a 
person to go around over the state to 
circulate campaign literature. A refer- 
ence to section 6 will show that it pro- 
hibits all kinds of graft. 


Section 9 requires that all campaign 


literature be signed by the author and 
political newspaper "ads" be marked 
"Paid advertisement," and provides 
penalties for failure. 


Section 10 Is against eleventh-hour 
attacks. This section makes it unlaw- 
ful for any candidate or other person 
during the eighteen days next before 
the primary to publish or circulate any 
charge'or attack upon any candidate, 
unless a copy of said charge or attack 
has been personally served upon the 
candidate at least eighteen days prior 
to the date for the primary. 


Under this law a candidate who ex- 


pends more than be is allowed to ex- 
pend under its limitations is subject 
to punishment and forfeits his right 
to get his name on the primary ballot 
or general election ballot

Mormon* th* Pioneer*. 


"The first Investigations by Mormon 


pioneers as to the possibilities of set 
tlement in the Casas Grandes i 
were made In the late seventies, before 
the Mexican Central railroad was built 
Some years later, in the early eighties 
the first lands were taken up, and the 
Mexican Central railroad was used fo 
paaaage of .settlers and goods, although 
an overland trip of about 113 miles was 
necessary to reach the first colonies 
Later the road from Columbus' was 
opened, and the colonies were reachei 
direct over a somewhat shorter and 
easier route. Oolonla Juarez w»s the 
tat 
important colony. Diaz, Morelos 


Omoa, Pacheco, Garcia, Chnlchupa 
and other* followed In the late eight 
lei and early nineties, with Dnblan es 
tablished about the time the Mexico 
Northwestern railroad (then the Rio 
Grande, Sierra Madre and Pacific) was 
started out of Cludad Juarez (iSOfl). 


"Before the Sierra Madre railroad 


wa* built a syndicate of Mormon cap 
ttallst* and others had promoted a rail 
roa,d from Deming via Columbus to the 
Cans Grandes colony region. This was 
the John W. Young project An effort 
was made to Interest the New York 
owners of the Corralltos ranch and the 
San Pedro or Candelaria mines, but 
these people later decided to build the 
railroad themselves directly out of 
Cludad Juarez to the mutes and Casas 
Grandes. The Columbus project then 
lapsed. Part of the roadbed bad been 
graded, and the present wagon road 
follows the old grade for some dis- 
tance. 


"The Mexican government never had 


a strong hold on the mountainous re- 
gion inhabited by Independent and 
warlike tribes of Indians.
